Resolution  declaring  April  24,  2007  As  Armenian  Genocide  Commemoration  Day  in  San 
Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  The  Armenian  people,  living  in  their  3,000  year  historic  homeland  in 
eastern  Asia  Minor  and  throughout  the  Ottoman  Empire,  were  subjected  to  severe 
persecution  and  brutal  injustice  by  the  rulers  of  the  Ottoman  Empire  before  and  after  the  turn 
of  the  twentieth  century,  including  widespread  massacres,  usurpation  of  land  and  property, 
and  acts  of  wanton  destruction  during  the  period  from  1894  to  1896,  and  again  in  1909;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  horrible  experience  of  the  Armenians  at  the  hands  of  their  oppressors 
culminated  in  1915  in  what  is  known  by  historians  as  the  first  genocide  of  the  twentieth 
century;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Armenian  Genocide  began  with  the  arrest,  exile,  and  murder  of 
hundreds  of  Armenian  intellectuals,  and  political,  religious,  and  business  leaders,  starting  on 
April  24,  1915;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  regime  then  in  control  of  the  empire  planned  and  executed  the 
unspeakable  atrocities  committed  against  the  Armenian  people  from  1915  through  1923, 
which  included  the  torture,  starvation,  and  murder  of  1,500,000  Armenians,  death  marches 
into  the  Syrian  desert,  the  forced  exile  of  more  than  500,000  innocent  people,  and  the  loss  of 
the  traditional  Armenian  homelands;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  National  Archives  and  Record  Administration  and  the 
official  archives  of  other  countries  hold  extensive  and  thorough  documentation  on  the 
Armenian  Genocide;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Honorable  Henry  Morgenthau,  United  States  Ambassador  to  the 
Ottoman  Empire  from  1913  to  1916,  organized  and  led  protests  by  officials  of  many  countries, 
among  them  the  allies  of  the  Ottoman  Empire,  against  the  Armenian  Genocide;  and 

WHEREAS,  Ambassador  Morgenthau  explicitly  described  to  the  United  States 
Department  of  State  the  policy  of  the  government  of  the  Ottoman  Empire  as  'a  campaign  of 
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race  extermination,'  and  was  instructed  on  July  16,  1915,  by  United  States  Secretary  of  State 
Robert  Lansing  that  the  'Department  approves  your  procedure.  .  .  to  stop  Armenian 
persecution';  and 

WHEREAS,  Leading  news  agencies  of  the  time  documented  the  atrocities  being 
committed  against  the  Armenians;  and 

WHEREAS,  Raphael  Lemkin,  who  coined  the  term  'genocide'  in  1944,  and  who  was 
the  earliest  proponent  of  the  United  Nations  Convention  on  the  Prevention  and  Punishment  of 
Genocide,  invoked  the  Armenian  case  as  a  definitive  example  of  genocide  in  the  20th  century; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  International  Association  of  Genocide  Scholars  has  repeatedly 
affirmed  that  the  massacres  of  Armenians  ordered  by  the  Young  Turk  government  constitute 
genocide;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Republic  of  Turkey  unjustifiably  and  adamantly  denies  the 
occurrence  of  this  crime  against  humanity  while  actively  continuing  to  remove  traces  of 
Armenian  existence,  including  the  destruction  of  cultural  heritage,  to  this  day;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Republic  of  Turkey  suppresses  freedom  of  speech  on  the  matter  of

[Supporting  chemical  testing  and  ingredient  disclosure  in  cosmetic  products,  and  endorsing 
SB  578] 


Resolution  urging  San  Francisco's  State  delegation  to  support  efforts  requiring  testing 
and  ingredient  disclosure  in  cosmetic  products,  and  to  support  SB  578,  which  requires 
manufacturers  to  disclose  chemical  ingredients  in  products  as  well  as  the  health  risks 
associated  with  these  chemicals. 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco's  Precautionary  Principle  Ordinance  states  that  every  San 
Franciscan  has  an  equal  right  to  a  healthy  and  safe  environment,  and  that  the  duty  to 
enhance,  protect  and  preserve  San  Francisco's  environment  rests  on  the  shoulders  of 
government,  residents,  citizen  groups  and  businesses  alike;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco's  Precautionary  Principle  Ordinance  also  states  that  while 
science  and  technology  are  creating  new  solutions  to  prevent  or  mitigate  environmental 
problems,  science  is  also  creating  new  compounds  and  chemicals  that  are  already  finding 
their  way  into  mother's  milk  and  causing  other  new  problems;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  US  Food  and  Drug  Administration  is  charged  with  protecting  people 
from  exposure  to  toxic  chemicals  in  consumer  products  like  cosmetics;  however,  there  is  little 
oversight  regarding  these  chemical  ingredients  and  incomplete  product  labeling  requirements 
that  would  disclose  information  about  chemical  components  and  their  safety;  and, 

WHEREAS,  of  the  roughly  80,000  chemicals  approved  by  the  United  States 
government  for  use  in  commerce,  almost  none  of  these  chemicals  have  been  tested  for  their 
effects  on  the  development  of  reproductive  and  neurological  systems  or  endocrine  functions; 
and 

WHEREAS,  the  European  Union  and  its  450  million  citizens  are  protected  from 
exposure  to  more  than  1 ,100  chemicals  found  in  cosmetic  products  because  they  are  known 
or  suspected  carcinogens,  mutagens  or  reproductive  toxins;  and 
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WHEREAS,  many  of  these  prohibited  chemicals  can  effect  human  reproductive 
development  at  very  low  doses  and  are  absorbed  through  the  skin,  inhaled  or  ingested  by 
young  women  of  reproductive  age  when  they  use  the  cosmetics  or  body  care  products;  and 

WHEREAS,  companies  selling  cosmetics  and  body  care  products  in  both  the  United 
States  and  Europe  sell  such  products  to  US  consumers  that  contain  the  toxic  chemicals 
prohibited  from  sale  to  European  consumers;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  University  of  California  has  released  a  detailed  report  on  the 
regulation  of  chemicals  in  the  United  States  and  within  California  that  points  to  the  need  for 
more  information  on  product  ingredients  and  their  potential  impacts  to  human  health;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  our  representatives  in  Sacramento 
to  demand  that  manufactures  disclose  all  ingredients  used  in  cosmetics  and  other  consumer 
products  and  perform  thorough  testing  that  includes  investigation  of  chemical  effects  on  the 
endocrine  system  and  reproductive  development;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  calls  on  manufactures  of 
cosmetics  to  remove  all  ingredients  in  their  products  which  can  potentially  cause  cancer  and 
reproductive  harm  and  to  formulate  products  sold  in  the  United  States  to  the  same  standards 
required  in  the  European  Union;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  our  representatives  in 
Sacramento  to  support  SB  578  that  addresses  the  need  for  disclosure  and  testing  to 
determine  product  safety.

[Plug-in  hybrid  pilot  project] 

Resolution  urging  the  Department  of  the  Environment  to  develop  a  pilot  project  to 
determine  the  viability  of  plug-in  hybrid  electric  vehicles  in  San  Francisco,  as  part  of 
the  municipal  vehicle  fleet. 

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  relies  heavily  on  foreign  oil,  which  has  become  a 
growing  and  serious  threat  to  the  economic  vitality  and  national  security  interests  of  the 
country;  and 

WHEREAS,  vehicle  emissions  are  a  significant  source  of  greenhouse  gas  emissions; 

and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  has  established  the  goal  of  curtailing  its  overall  greenhouse 
gas  emissions  to  20  percent  below  1990  levels  by  2012;  and 

WHEREAS,  vehicle  emissions,  such  as  ozone,  nitrous  oxides,  particulate  matter  and 
carbon  monoxide,  create  local  smog-forming  air  pollution,  which  threatens  the  health  of  our 
citizens;  and 

WHEREAS,  according  to  the  American  Lung  Association  of  California,  health  impacts 
from  exposure  to  air  pollution  may  include  breathing  difficulties,  lung  tissue  irritation  and 
damage,  reduced  lung  function,  lowered  resistance  to  respiratory  infections,  exacerbation  of 
cardiac  and  respiratory  diseases  including  asthma,  and  premature  death;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  technology  is  being  developed  and  demonstrated  for  plug-in  hybrid 
electric  vehicles  that  could  dramatically  reduce  oil  imports  and  the  City's  fuel  costs,  as  well  as 
significantly  reduce  greenhouse  gas  emissions  and  smog-forming  pollutants  in  an  effort  to 
protect  public  health;  and 
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WHEREAS,  the  City  of  San  Francisco  is  a  participant  in  Plug-in  America  and  Plug-In 
3ay  Area;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Department  of  the  Environment  has  issued  an  RFP,  with  partial 
iinding  assistance  from  the  Bay  Area  Air  Quality  Management  District,  for  the  conversion  of 
hree  passenger  vehicles  in  the  City  fleet  to  operate  as  plug-in  hybrid  vehicles;  now  therefore 
De  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Department  of  the  Environment,  in  conjunction  with  the  General 
Services  Agency  and  Central  Shops,  shall  conduct  a  pilot  project  with  the  vehicles  it  is 
converting  to  operate  as  plug-in  hybrids  in  order  to  assess  the  technical  viability  of  plug-in 
nybrid  vehicles,  evaluate  the  suitability  of  plug-in  hybrid  vehicles  for  use  in  the  City's  fleet, 
analyze  the  potential  benefits  from  emissions  reductions  and  fuel  savings,  and  determine  the 
likely  timeframe  for  large  scale  commercial  availability  of  plug-in  hybrid  vehicles  that  could  be 
used  in  the  City's  fleet;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Department  of  the  Environment  is  urged  to  secure 
funding  for  additional  plug-in  hybrid  vehicles,  including  heavy  duty  vehicles,  to  include  in  the 
pilot  project.

Section  3.  Modifications  to  Equipment  Lease  Supplement  and  Certificate  of  Approval.

The 
Mayor  or  the  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Certificate,  in  substantially  the 
form  presented  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  with  such  modifications,  changes  or  additions  as 
the  Mayor  or  the  Controller  may  make  or  approve  upon  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney, 
such  approval  to  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Certificate. 

Section  8.  General  Authorization.  The  Mayor,  the  City  Attorney,  the  Controller,  the 
Director  of  Public  Finance,  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  and  the  other  officers  of  the  City  and  their 
duly  authorized  deputies  and  agents  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  jointly  and  severally, 
to  execute  and  deliver  such  certificates,  requests  or  other  documents  and  agreements, 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  certificates  relating  to  the  official  statement  for  the  Bonds  in 
preliminary  or  final  form  or  to  other  offering  material  relating  to  the  Bonds,  or  relating  to  the

[Urging  the  California  State  Legislature  to  Oppose  AB  815.] 

Resolution  urging  the  California  State  Legislature  to  oppose  AB  815,  which  proposes 
to  take  crucial  animal  control  and  welfare  issues  out  of  the  jurisdiction  of 
municipalities. 

WHEREAS,  Existing  law  authorizes  local  jurisdictions  to  implement  ordinances  and 
regulations  that  limit  or  restrict  hunting,  trapping  and  fishing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Hunting,  trapping,  and  fishing  can  negatively  impact  community  residents,  pets, 
and  the  local  environment,  and  may  conflict  with  other  types  of  recreational  demands  for  open  space 
and  water;  and, 

WHEREAS,  local  jurisdictions  are  vested  with  the  responsibility  to  legislate  when  activities 
negatively  impact  a  community  or  the  environment,  and  to  balance  demands  for  recreational  use  of 
open  space  and  water;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Assembly  Bill  815  would  prohibit  a  local  jurisdiction  from  restricting  hunting  or 
fishing  for  any  reason  other  than  the  protection  of  human  safety  under  a  narrow  definition;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Assembly  Bill  8 1 5  would  repeal  existing  local  ordinances  limiting  hunting, 
trapping  or  fishing  if  the  primary  objective  is  not  the  protection  of  human  safety  as  narrowly  defined; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  A  California  Supreme  Court  ruling  of  1927  is  cited  as  the  basis  for  this 
legislation;  and, 

WHEREAS,  An  eighty  year  old  ruling  should  not  remove  the  authority  of  local  jurisdictions  to 
carry  out  their  vested  responsibility  to  serve  their  communities;  and, 

WHEREAS,. there  is  no  legitimate  reason  to  repeal  the  existing  law  that  authorizes  local 
jurisdictions  to  limit  hunting  and  fishing  activities  deemed  to  negatively  impact  a  local

WHEREAS,  DPH  needs  to  acquire  an  Inventory  and  Purchasing  System 
Upgrade  for  its  existing/sun-setting  predecessor  system  used  for  the  procurement  and 
inventory  control  for  medical  supplies  throughout  the  DPH;  and 

WHEREAS,  a  system  crash  after  the  sunset  date  would  carry  with  it  great  risk  to

Resolution  urging  U.S.  Congressional  Representatives  to  amend  the  Comprehensive 
Smoking  Education  Act  of  1984  (Public  Law  98-474)  and  require  picture-based  warning 
labels. 

WHEREAS,  In  2004,  the  Surgeon  General  reported  a  causal  link  between  smoking 
and  28  individual  diseases,  including  the  leading  causes  of  death  in  the  Western  world  and 
harm  to  every  major  organ  in  the  human  body;  and 

WHEREAS,  Public  awareness  about  the  severity  of  the  health  consequences  of 
consuming  tobacco  products  is  significantly  lower  among  working  class  and  immigrant 
communities  throughout  the  United  States;  and 

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  2000  United  States  Census  nearly  1  in  5  people  speak  a 
language  other  than  English  at  home,  and  1  in  20  U.S.  adults  are  not  literate  in  English;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  survey  of  150  smokers  in  the  San  Francisco  area  conducted  by 
POWER  showed  that,  97%  of  Spanish  and  Chinese  speaking  persons  said  they  "did  not 
know"  or  "could  not  understand"  the  meaning  of  the  cigarette  warning  label  when  given  a 
leaflet  with  all  four  Surgeon  General  Warnings;  and 

WHEREAS,  Protection  from  language  discrimination,  particularly  in  regard  to  health 
care  and  access  to  health  information,  is  an  important  component  of  the  1964  Civil  Rights 
Act;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  1 998  the  Office  for  Civil  Rights  of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Human 
Services  issued  a  memorandum  regarding  the  prohibition,  under  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights 
Act  of  1964  against  discrimination  on  the  basis  of  national  origin,  including  persons  with 
limited  English  proficiency;  and

WHEREAS,  The  recent  report  "Worth  More  Than  A  Thousand  Words"  released  by 
POWER,  the  Data  Center,  and  the  San  Francisco  Tobacco  Free  Coalition  recommends 
picture-based  warning  labels  as  a  solution  to  language  and  literacy  discrimination  in  tobacco 
health  warning  labels;  and 

WHEREAS,  Congressional  Representative  Henry  Waxman  of  Los  Angeles  has  a  long 
history  of  sponsoring  legislation  to  strengthen  the  effectiveness  of  health  warning  labels  on 
tobacco  projects;  and

Resolution  imposing  interim  zoning  controls  establishing  a  requirement  for  conditional 
use  authorization  for  Single  Room  Occupancy  (SRO)  developments  in  the  Western 
South  of  Market  (SoMa)  Special  Use  District  (SUD)  for  an  eighteen  (18)  month  period 
and  making  required  findings,  including  environmental  findings,  and  a  determination  of 
consistency  with  the  priority  policies  of  Planning  Code  Section  101.1. 


WHEREAS,  Planning  Code  Section  306.7  provides  for  the  imposition  of  interim  zoning 
controls  to  accomplish  several  objectives,  including  preservation  of  historic  and  architecturally 
significant  buildings  and  areas;  preservation  of  residential  neighborhoods;  preservation  of 
neighborhoods  and  areas  of  mixed  residential  and  commercial  uses  in  order  to  preserve  the 
existing  character  of  such  neighborhoods  and  areas;  and  development  and  conservation  of 
the  City's  commerce  and  industry  to  maintain  the  City's  economic  vitality,  provide  its  citizens 
with  adequate  jobs  and  business  opportunities,  and  maintain  adequate  services  for  its 
residents,  visitors,  businesses  and  institutions;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Single  Room  Occupancy  (SRO)  developments  in  the  City  generally,  and  in 
the  Western  SoMa  Special  Use  District  (SUD)  specifically,  have  traditionally  been  designed  to

WHEREAS,  The  majority  of  the  new  SRO  projects  built  have  been  market  rate  and 
have  not  furthered  the  intended  purpose  of  increasing  affordable  housing  in  the  neighborhood;

District  due  to  the  lack  of  necessary  existing  residential-serving  retail  providers  and

WHEREAS,  These  controls  are  intended  and  designed  to  deal  with  and  ameliorate  the 
problems  and  conditions  associated  with  the  development  of  SROs  in  the  Western  SoMa

WHEREAS,  This  Board  has  considered  the  impact  on  the  public  health,  safety,  peace,

Neighborhood  shall  be  as  set  forth  in  the  Western  SoMa  Planning  Area  Special  Use  District,

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  for  purposes  of  these  interim  controls  "conditional  use"

Commission,  as  part  of  its  decision  on  a  conditional  use  application  for  any  use  subject  to

bllowing,  and,  be  it

(the  "Bonds")  and  a  loan  of  the  proceeds  of  such  issuance  to  the  Developer;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  expects  that  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  used  to  pay  certain 
costs  incurred  on  and  after  the  date  hereof  by  the  Developer  in  connection  with  the  Project; 
and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  City  intends  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
$25,000,000  to  finance  the  costs  of  the  Project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  determined  that  the  moneys  advanced  and 
to  be  advanced  to  pay  certain  expenditures  of  the  Project  are  or  will  be  available  only  for  a 
temporary  period  and  it  is  necessary  to  reimburse  all  such  expenditures  made  on  and  after 
the  date  hereof  with  respect  to  the  Project  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  1.150-2  of  the  Treasury  Regulations  requires  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  declare  its  reasonable  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior  expenditures  for  the 
Project  with  proceeds  of  a  borrowing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  interest  on  the  Bonds  may  qualify  for  tax  exemption  under 
Section  103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (the  "Code"),  only  if  the 
Bonds  are  approved  in  accordance  with  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  now  wishes  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  in  order  to 
satisfy  the  public  approval  requirements  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  is  located  wholly  within  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  April  13,  2007,  the  City  caused  a  notice  stating  that  a  public  hearing 
with  respect  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  would  be  held  by  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  on 
April  30,  2007  to  appear  in  the  San  Francisco  Examiner,  which  is  a  newspaper  of  general 
circulation  in  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  has  held  the  public  hearing  described 
above  on  April  30,  2007,  and  an  opportunity  was  provided  for  persons  to  comment  on  the 
issuance  of  the  Bonds  and  the  Project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  is  the  elected  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  is 
the  applicable  elected  representative  required  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  within  the 
meaning  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and,

WHEREAS,  Section  8869.85  of  the  Government  Code  requires  a  local  agency  to  file 
an  application  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  with  or  upon  the  direction  of  the  California  Debt 
Allocation  Committee  ("CDLAC")  prior  to  the  issuance  of  qualified  mortgage  revenue  bonds; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  CDLAC  procedures  require  an  applicant  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  to 
certify  to  CDLAC  that  applicant  has  on  deposit  an  amount  equal  to  one-half  of  one  percent 
(1/2%)  of  the  amount  of  allocation  requested,  such  amount  not  to  exceed  $100,000;  now, 
therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 

Section  1 .  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  and  determines  that  the  foregoing  recitals 
are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopts  this  Resolution  for  purposes  of 
establishing  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  1 .1 50-2  of  the  Treasury 
Regulations.  This  Resolution  does  not  bind  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  make  any 
expenditure,  incur  any  indebtedness  or  proceed  with  the  Project. 
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Section  3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  under  Treasury 
Regulations  Section  1 .150-2  and  declares  its  intent  to  use  proceeds  of  indebtedness  to 
reimburse  all  future  expenditures  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project.  The  Board  of 
Supervisors  hereby  further  declares  its  intent  to  use  such  proceeds  to  reimburse  the 
Developer  for  actual  expenditures  made  by  the  Developer  on  the  Project. 

Section  4.  On  the  date  of  the  expenditure  to  be  reimbursed,  all  reimbursable  costs  of 
the  Project  will  be  of  a  type  properly  chargeable  to  a  capital  account  under  general  federal 
income  tax  principles. 

Section  5.  The  maximum  principal  amount  of  debt  expected  to  be  issued  for  the 
Project  is  $25,000,000. 

Section  6.  This  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  the  applicable  elected  representative  of  the 
governmental  unit  having  jurisdiction  over  the  area  in  which  the  Project  is  located,  hereby 
approves  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  for  purposes  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code. 

Section  7.  This  approval  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  is  neither  an 
approval  of  the  underlying  credit  issues  of  the  proposed  Project  nor  an  approval  of  the 
financial  structure  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  8.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Housing  (the  "Director"),  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  submit  an  application  (the 
"Application"),  and  such  other  documents  as  may  be  required,  to  CDLAC  pursuant  to 
Government  Code  Section  8869.85  for  an  allocation  of  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  for  private 
activity  bonds  in  a  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $25,000,000  for  qualified  mortgage  revenue 
bonds. 

Section  9.  An  amount  equal  to  $100,000  ("Deposit")  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  held  on 
deposit  in  connection  with  the  Application  and  the  applicable  CDLAC  procedures,  and  the 
Director  is  authorized  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  such  funds  are  available;  which  Deposit  shall 
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consist  of  a  restriction  on  cash  in  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund  established  pursuant,  to  Section  515.01 
of  Article  7  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  (the  "Hotel  Tax  Fund"). 

Section  10.  If  the  City  receives  a  CDLAC  allocation  and  the  applicable  issuance 
requirements  are  not  met,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  an 
amount  equal  to  the  Deposit  to  be  paid  to  the  State  of  California  from  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund,  if 
required. 

Section  1 1 .  The  officers  and  employees  of  the  City  and  the  Director  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  jointly  and  severally,  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary  or  advisable 
to  consummate  the  receipt  of  an  allocation  from  CDLAC  and  otherwise  effectuate  the 
purposes  of  this  Resolution,  and  all  actions  previously  taken  by  such  officers  and  employees 
with  respect  to  the  Project,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  submission  of  the  application  to 
CDLAC,  are  hereby  ratified  and  approved. 

Section  12.  This  Resolution  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  adoption  by  the  Board 
and  approval  by  the  Mayor.

[Resolution  in  Support  of  High  Speed  Rail.] 


Resolution  in  support  of  a  High  Speed  Rail  Line  between  San  Francisco  and  Los 
Angeles. 

WHEREAS,  The  High  Speed  Rail  Authority  has  made  significant  progress  and  won 
enthusiastic  support  throughout  the  State  since  it  began  its  work  in  1996  -  support  from  cities 
such  as  Anaheim,  Bakersfield,  Fresno,  Los  Angeles,  Merced,  Oakland,  Sacramento,  San 
Diego,  San  Jose,  and  San  Francisco,  as  well  as  from  major  environmental,  labor,  business, 
transportation  and  other  organizations,  and  any  delay  in  its  work  will  make  High  Speed  Rail 
much  more  costly;  and 

WHEREAS,  High  Speed  Rail  (HSR)  could  carry  passengers  between  San  Francisco 
and  Los  Angeles  in  about  two  and  a  half  hours  in  more  comfort  and  safety  and  in  less  time 
than  it  takes  to  travel  to  and  from  and  check  in  and  out  at  airports  -  as  well  as  giving  travelers 
the  choice  of  quick  trips  between  other  southern,  central  and  northern  California  cities,  thus 
relieving  highway  and  airport  congestion  in  a  state  in  which  the  population  is  expected  to  grow 
by  12  million  to  a  50  million  total  by  2020;  and 

WHEREAS,  High  Speed  Rail  will  be  a  major  weapon  against  air  pollution  and  global 
warming  as  it  uses  much  less  energy  per  passenger  than  cars  and  airplanes  and  HSR  will  be 
even  more  essential  if,  as  expected,  petroleum  supplies  diminish  in  the  future  -  and  its 
success  has  already  been  demonstrated  in  Japan,  Great  Britain,  France,  Spain,  Italy, 
Sweden,  Australia,  China,  and  other  countries  and  High  Speed  Rail  is  under  construction  in 
North  Africa,  Turkey,  Mexico  and  South  America;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  asks  the  California  State 
Legislature  and  Governor  to  give  full  support  to  establishing  High  Speed  Rail  at  the  earliest 
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possible  date  --fully  funding  High  Speed  Rail  in  the  budget  for  the  coming  year  and  giving 
voters  an  opportunity  to  support  High  Speed  Rail  through  the  bond  issue  scheduled  for  the 
November  2008  election. 
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[Endorsing  a  Conceptual  Framework  for  the  Redevelopment  of  Candlestick  Point  and  the 
Hunters  Point  Shipyard,  and  Authorizing  Environmental  Review  and  Planning.] 

Resolution  endorsing  a  Conceptual  Framework  for  the  creation  of  a  mixed-use 
development  on  Candlestick  Point  and  Hunters  Point  Shipyard  that  includes  the 
possibility  of  a  new  state-of-the  art  stadium  for  the  San  Francisco  49ers  and  that  will 
provide  parks  and  open  space,  jobs,  affordable  housing  and  other  tangible  economic 
and  public  benefits  for  the  Bayview  Hunters  Point  community  as  soon  as  possible; 
making  a  determination  that  the  proposed  mixed-use  redevelopment  project  as 
described  in  the  Conceptual  Framework  is  feasible  for  purposes  of  commencing 
environmental  review;  and  urging  City  staff  and  the  Redevelopment  Agency  to  proceed 
with  environmental  review  and  planning  work,  including  significant  community  review 
and  input,  in  conjunction  with  the  Lennar  Corporation,  for  the  proposed  redevelopment 
project. 

WHEREAS,  The  Bayview  Hunters  Point  ("BVHP")  community  has  one  of  the  lowest 
median  income  and  highest  unemployment  rates  in  the  San  Francisco,  and  the  betterment  of 
the  quality  of  life  for  the  residents  of  the  BVHP  Community  is  one  of  the  City's  highest 
priorities;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  July  1997  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  by  Ordinance  No.  285-97,  adopted 
a  Redevelopment  Plan  for  the  revitalization  of  the  Hunters  Point  Shipyard  Project  Area  (the 
"Shipyard  Redevelopment  Plan"),  and  in  June  2006  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  by  Ordinance 
No.  1 13-06,  adopted  a  Redevelopment  Plan  for  the  Bayview  Hunters  Point  Project  Area, 
including  land  in  Candlestick  Point  (the  "BVHP  Redevelopment  Plan");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Candlestick  Point  Node  of  the  BVHP  Redevelopment  Project  Area 
("Candlestick  Point")  and  the  Hunters  Point  Shipyard  Redevelopment  Project  Area  (the 
"Shipyard")  are  in  close  proximity  to  one  another  and  make  up  the  largest  area  of  under- 
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utilized  land  in  the  City.  Over  the  past  decade  the  redevelopment  of  Candlestick  Point  and 
the  Shipyard  have  proceeded  on  parallel  though  largely  separate  paths;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Combining  the  planning  and  redevelopment  of  these  two  project  areas 
presents  the  opportunity  to  create  a  more  coherent  overall  plan  for  these  neighboring 
properties,  including,  for  example,  a  comprehensive  public  recreation  and  open  space  plan 
and  an  integrated  transportation  and  transit  plan,  and  may  create  efficiencies  in  the  financing 
of  infrastructure  and  development  and  expedite  the  revitalization  of  both  areas;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Combining  the  planning  and  redevelopment  of  these  two  project  areas  will 
further  the  policy  goals  adopted  by  the  People  of  San  Francisco  in  June  1997  under 
Proposition  F  (the  Candlestick  Point/Stadium  Land  Use  Measure),  and  help  achieve  the 
proposed  public  benefits  and  objectives  for  this  area  as  set  forth  in  the  BVHP  and  Shipyard 
Redevelopment  Plans;  and, 

WHEREAS,  For  several  years  following  the  adoption  of  Proposition  F,  the  City  worked 
with  the  49ers  and  its  developer  partner,  the  Mills  Corporation,  to  pursue  a  plan  for  developing 
the  stadium  and  adjoining  entertainment  retail  shopping  center  project,  but  that  plan  proved  to 
be  economically  and  practically  infeasible;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  the  Fall  of  2005,  the  49ers,  after  having  conducted  a  competitive 
process  for  a  new  developer  partner,  selected  Lennar  Corporation  ("Lennar")  to  explore  the 
feasibility  of  a  new  plan  for  development  of  a  stadium  in  the  context  of  a  comprehensive 
mixed-use  project  at  Candlestick  Point;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the 
"Agency"),  through  a  competitive  process,  previously  selected  Lennar/BVHP  Partners,  an 
affiliate  of  Lennar,  as  the  primary  developer  of  the  Shipyard;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Lennar,  working  in  cooperation  with  the  49ers  and  the  City  for  over  18 
months,  created  a  preliminary  plan  for  Candlestick  Point  that  would  provide  for  a  world-class 
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49ers  stadium  and  related  mixed-use  development,  but  the  49ers  decided  that  the  proposed 
plan  did  not  fully  meet  their  needs  and  on  November  8,  2006  the  49ers  announced  that  they 
would  instead  focus  on  examining  the  feasibility  of  a  new  stadium  in  Santa  Clara;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Although  the  49ers  acknowledged  that  the  preliminary  plan  for  Candlestick 
Point  was  a  great  plan  for  mixed-use  development,  the  49ers  stated  that  it  did  not  work 
adequately  for  their  needs;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  remains  committed  to  addressing  the  49ers'  concerns  and 
examining  a  new  plan  that  meets  their  needs,  but  at  the  same  time  the  City's  primary  goal  is 
to  assure  that  it  can  produce  a  plan  that  is  fiscally  prudent  for  the  City  and  that  will  deliver 
parks  and  public  open  space,  jobs,  affordable  housing  and  other  tangible  economic  and  public 
benefits  to  the  BVHP  community  and  the  City  as  soon  as  possible;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Following  the  49ers'  announcement  that  they  would  concentrate  on 
exploring  the  possibility  of  a  new  stadium  in  Santa  Clara,  Lennar,  in  cooperation  with  the  City, 
expended  significant  resources  and  began  working  diligently  on  a  new  preliminary  plan  that 
would  site  a  new  football  stadium  and  related  parking  on  the  Shipyard,  and  would  provide  for 
an  integrated  mixed-use  development  across  both  Candlestick  Point  and  the  Shipyard;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  December  28,  2006,  the  Mayor  sent  a  letter  to  the  49ers  proposing  a 
new  preliminary  plan  that  would  combine  Candlestick  Point  and  the  second  phase  of 
development  for  the  Shipyard  as  one  integrated  project,  with  a  new  stadium  to  be  located  at 
the  Shipyard;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  February  13,  2007,  the  Board  adopted  Resolution  No.  59-07, 
endorsing  the  efforts  of  the  City,  the  Agency,  and  Lennar  to  generate  a  conceptual  proposal 
for  such  an  integrated  mixed-use  development  on  Candlestick  Point  and  the  Shipyard  as  soon 
as  possible,  and  urging  the  Agency  to  amend  its  exclusive  negotiations  agreement  with 
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Lennar/BVHP  Partners  for  the  Shipyard  to  provide  for  an  integrated  redevelopment  project  on 
Candlestick  Point  and  the  Shipyard;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Redevelopment  of  the  Candlestick  Point  and  the  second  phase  of  the 
Shipyard  as  an  integrated  mixed-use  project  would  provide  much  needed  parks  and  open 
space,  employment,  and  affordable  housing  opportunities,  as  well  as  other  tangible  economic 
and  public  benefits,  for  the  BVHP  community  in  particular  and  the  City  as  a  whole;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Following  the  Board's  adoption  of  Resolution  No.  59-07,  the  City  and  the 
Agency  began  to  create  an  initial  conceptual  framework  to  set  forth  the  principles  that  will 
guide  the  City,  the  Agency  and  Lennar  regarding  the  integrated  redevelopment  of  Candlestick 
Point  and  second  phase  of  the  Shipyard,  including  the  possible  development  of  a  new 
stadium  for  the  49ers;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City,  the  Agency  and  Lennar  have  begun  a  process  to  seek  significant 
community  review  and  input  into  the  integrated  plan,  initial  conceptual  framework  and  the 
preliminary  site  plan  for  the  redevelopment  of  Candlestick  Point  and  the  Shipyard,  including 
the  following:

(c)  A  meeting  of  the  Agency  Commission  on  February  20,  2007; 

(d)  A  meeting  of  the  Bayview  Transportation  Improvement  Project  Ad  Hoc 
Community  Advisory  Committee  on  February  26,  2007; 

(e)  A  meeting  of  the  Planning  Committee  of  the  CAC  on  March  8,  2007; 

(f)  A  meeting  of  the  full  CAC  on  March  1 2,  2007; 
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(g)  A  meeting  of  San  Francisco  Planning  and  Urban  Research  Association  on 
March  15,  2007; 

(h)  A  meeting  of  the  full  PAC  on  March  1 5,  2007; 

(i)  A  joint  meeting  between  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  CAC  and  the  Land  Use 
Committee  of  the  PAC  on  March  26,  2007; 

(j)      A  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  CAC  on  March  28,  2007; 

(k)  A  meeting  with  residents  of  the  Alice  Griffith  Housing  Development  (also  known 
as  Double  Rock)  on  March  29,  2007; 

(I)      A  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  PAC  on  April  2,  2007; 

(m)     A  meeting  of  the  San  Francisco  Park,  Recreation  and  Open  Space  Advisory 
Committee  on  April  3,  2007; 

(n)     A  special  workshop  with  both  the  CAC  and  the  PAC  on  April  7,  2007; 

(o)     A  meeting  of  the  full  CAC  on  April  9,  2007; 

(p)  A  joint  meeting  of  the  Health  and  Environment  subcommittee  of  the  PAC  and  the 
Environment  Subcommittee  of  the  CAC  on  April  10,  2007; 

(q)     A  meeting  of  the  Business  and  Employment  subcommittee  of  the  CAC  on 
April  10,  2007; 

(r)      A  meeting  of  the  Agency  Commission  on  April  1 7,  2007; 

(s)      A  meeting  of  the  full  PAC  on  April  19,  2007,  in  which  the  PAC  unanimously 
recommended  approval  of  the  Conceptual  Framework  to  the  Agency  Commission  and  the 
Board  of  Supervisors; 

(t)      A  meeting  of  the  full  CAC  and  full  PAC  on  April  23,  2007,  in  which  the  CAC 
unanimously  recommended  approval  of  the  initial  conceptual  framework  to  the  Agency 
Commission  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  subject  to  the  incorporation  of  CAC  comments 
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from  the  April  23,  2007  meeting  and  review  by  the  CAC  Executive  Committee  that  such  CAC 
comments  have  been  incorporated;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  following  meetings  have  been  scheduled  for  further  community  review 
and  input  into  the  integrated  plan  and  the  initial  conceptual  framework  for  redevelopment, 
including  the  preliminary  land  use  plan  and  related  development  and  remediation  plans: 

(a)  A  meeting  of  the  Visitacion  Valley  Planning  Alliance  and  interested  parties  from 
Visitacion  Valley,  Neighborhood  First  Last,  Little  Hollywood,  Bayview  Hill,  Bayview  Hunters 
Point,  Candlestick  Cove,  and  Candlestick  Point  on  May  3,  2007; 

(b)  A  meeting  with  residents  of  Double  Rock  on  May  4,  2007; 

(c)  A  meeting  with  Shipyard  artists  on  May  7,  2007;

(e)  A  meeting  with  the  Navy's  Restoration  Advisory  Board  on  May  24,  2007;  and, 
WHEREAS,  the  Bayview  Hunters  Point  community  has  been  the  victim  of 

environmental  discrimination  for  decades;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City,  the  Agency  and  Lennar  have  continued  to  clarify  and  revise  the 
initial  conceptual  framework  and  the  preliminary  site  plan  based  upon  the  community  review 
and  input  set  forth  above,  and  on  April  16,  2007,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Economic  and 
Workforce  Development,  the  Agency  and  Lennar  presented  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors'  Land 
Use  Committee  a  conceptual  framework  regarding  the  integrated  redevelopment,  a  copy  of 
which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  070 -^"V*^  (the 
"Conceptual  Framework"),  which  reflects  input  and  revisions  resulting  from  the  community 
review  process  outlined  above;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Conceptual  Framework  sets  forth  goals  and  principles  that  would 
govern  the  proposed  development  and  includes  a  preliminary  site  plan,  a  preliminary 
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transportation  plan,  a  preliminary  hazardous  materials  remediation  plan,  and  a  preliminary 
State  park  and  public  recreation/open  space  plan;  and, 

WHEREAS,  For  environmental  review  purposes,  the  Conceptual  Framework 
contemplates  that  the  mixed-use  project  on  the  integrated  project  area  may  include  housing  of 
approximately  8,500  units.  For  such  purposes,  it  may  also  include  the  following  uses  on  the 
Shipyard:  a  new  retail  town  center,  permanent  space  for  the  existing  artist  colony  and 
opportunities  for  major  cultural  and  educational  institutions,  including  a  permanent  African 
marketplace  (either  on  the  Shipyard  or  Candlestick  Point),  up  to  about  2,000,000  square  feet 
of  office,  research  and  development  space  oriented  toward  digital  arts,  green  technology  and 
biotechnology  uses,  a  stadium  and  related  parking  and  other  uses,  and  over  100  acres  of 
waterfront  park  land  on  Parcel  E  and  around  the  entire  Bay  front  perimeter  of  the  Shipyard. 
For  environmental  review  purposes,  the  Conceptual  Framework  also  contemplates  the 
following  uses  on  Candlestick  Point:  a  major  renovation  of  the  Candlestick  Point  Recreation 
Area  and  a  mix  of  visitor  and  neighborhood-serving  retail  and  other  commercial  uses;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Conceptual  Framework  also  recognizes  that  the  housing  component 
of  the  project  may  present  an  opportunity  to  improve  the  housing  for  existing  residents  by 
renovating  or  rebuilding  the  Alice  Griffith  Housing  Development  (also  known  as  Double  Rock) 
subject  to  review  and  consultation  with  the  existing  residents  and  the  approval  by  the  Housing 
Authority  and  the  United  States  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development.  Any  such 
renovation  or  rebuilding  would  also  be  subject  to  a  number  of  conditions  as  set  forth  in  the 
Conceptual  Framework,  including  but  not  limited  to  (i)  one-for-one  replacement  of  units  at 
existing  low  income  levels  and  of  the  same  household  size,  and  (ii)  phased  construction  to 
ensure  that  all  residents  have  the  right  to  move  to  new  upgraded  units,  without  being 
displaced  from  the  existing  Alice  Griffith  Housing  Development  until  the  replacement  units  are 
ready  for  occupancy;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  consolidated  redevelopment  plan,  as  set  forth  in  the  Conceptual 
Framework,  also  provides  for  the  possibility  of  developing  a  new  stadium  and  associated 
parking  on  a  portion  the  Shipyard,  but  contemplates  that    the  mixed-use  development  and  all 
of  its  attendant  public  benefits  will  proceed  regardless  of  whether  a  new  stadium  is  ultimately 
included  in  the  project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Agency  and  the  City,  acting  through  its  Recreation  and  Park 
Department,  its  Planning  Department,  and  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce 
Development,  are  entering  into  a  Memorandum  of  Understanding  (the  "MOU")  to  express  their 
commitment  to  cooperate  in  taking  the  steps  necessary  to  plan  and  process  the  proposed 
integration  of  the  Shipyard  and  Candlestick  project  sites,  to  further  define  their  respective 
roles  in  the  preliminary  steps  needed  to  plan  and  perform  appropriate  environmental  review 
for  the  proposed  integrated  project,  and  to  ensure  that  appropriate  City  and  Agency  costs  are 
paid  by  the  Primary  Developer  as  part  of  the  overall  project  development  cost;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Agency  and  Lennar/BVHP  Partners  are  amending  the  existing  ENA 
for  the  Shipyard  to  provide  the  option  for  Lennar  to  include  Candlestick  Point  as  part  of  an 
integrated  development  project,  consistent  with  this  Resolution,  the  Conceptual  Framework, 
and  the  MOU.  The  ENA  amendment  will  include  a  number  of  conditions  and  milestones  for 
the  proposed  integrated  project,  including  a  requirement  that  Lennar  enter  into  arrangements 
with  other  developers  with  certain  expertise  for  aspects  of  the  project,  and  a  possible  vote  of 
the  people  regarding  the  reuse  of  Candlestick  Point  and  possibly  other  matters  relating  to  the 
project  before  the  Agency  or  the  City  may  consider  any  final  approvals  for  the  integrated 
project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Any  project  ultimately  proposed  by  the  City,  the  Agency  and  Lennar  shall 
be  subject  to  a  process  of  thorough  public  review  and  input  and  all  necessary  and  appropriate 
approvals;  that  process  must  include  environmental  review  under  the  California  Environmental 
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Quality  Act  ("CEQA")  before  the  City  or  the  Agency  may  consider  approving  the  project;  the 
project  will  require  discretionary  approvals  by  a  number  of  government  bodies  after  public 
hearings  and  environmental  review,  including  by  the  City's  Board  of  Supervisors,  Planning 
Commission,  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  and  Redevelopment  Agency  Commission;  the 
project  also  may  require  approval  by  various  State  agencies,  such  as  the  State  Park  and 
Recreation  Commission,  Bay  Conservation  and  Development  Commission  ("BCDC"),  and 
State  Lands  Commission;  and,  in  addition,  the  project  may  require  amendments  to  the 
Shipyard  and  BVHP  Redevelopment  Plans,  in  accordance  with  the  procedural  and 
substantive  requirements  of  the  California  Community  Redevelopment  Law;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Nothing  in  this  resolution  commits,  or  shall  be  deemed  to  commit,  the  City, 
the  Agency  or  any  other  public  agency  to  approve  or  implement  any  project,  and  they  may  not 
do  so  until  environmental  review  of  the  project  as  required  under  CEQA  has  been  completed; 
accordingly,  the  references  to  "the  project"  (or  the  like)  in  this  resolution  mean  a  proposed 
project  subject  to  future  environmental  review  and  consideration  by  the  City,  the  Agency  and 
other  public  agencies;  further,  the  City,  the  Agency  and  any  other  public  agency  with 
jurisdiction  over  any  part  of  the  project  each  shall  have  the  absolute  discretion  before 
approving  the  project  to:  (i)  make  such  modifications  to  the  project  as  may  be  necessary  to 
mitigate  significant  environmental  impacts;  (ii)  select  other  feasible  alternatives  to  avoid  or 
substantially  reduce  significant  environmental  impacts;  (Hi)  require  the  implementation  of 
specific  measures  to  mitigate  any  specific  impacts  of  the  project;  (iv)  balance  the  benefits  of 
the  project  against  any  significant  environmental  impacts  before  taking  final  action  if  such 
significant  impacts  cannot  otherwise  be  avoided;  or  (v)  determine  whether  or  not  to  proceed 
with  the  project;  now,  therefore,  be  it

Resolution  establishing  the  Peak  Oil  Preparedness  Task  Force  in  order  to  coordinate 
the  assessment  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco's  vulnerability  to  energy  price  shocks  and 
to  determine  appropriate  measures  to  mitigate  municipal  vulnerability,  and  to  draft  a 
comprehensive  response  plan  for  recommendation  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

WHEREAS,  World  oil  production  is  nearing  its  point  of  maximum  production 
("Peak  Oil")  and  will  enter  a  prolonged  period  of  irreversible  decline  leading  to  ever-increasing 
prices;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  has  only  2  percent  of  the  world's  oil  reserves,  produces 
8  percent  of  the  world's  oil  and  consumes  25  percent  of  the  world's  oil,  of  which  nearly  60 
percent  is  imported  from  foreign  countries;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  decline  in  global  oil  production  threatens  to  increase  resource 
competition,  geopolitical  instability,  and  lead  to  greater  impoverishment;  and, 

WHEREAS,  National  oil  companies  own  72%  of  remaining  oil  reserves  and  55%  of 
remaining  gas  reserves,  and  resource  nationalism  is  increasingly  dominating  decisions  of  oil 
and  gas  development  and  trade  relationships;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  availability  of  affordable  petroleum  is  critical  to  the  functioning  of  our 
transportation  system,  the  production  of  our  food  and  of  petrochemical-based  consumer 
goods;  the  paving  of  roads,  the  lubrication  of  all  machinery,  and  myriad  other  parts  of  the 
economy;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  is  entirely  dependent  on  external  supplies  of  petroleum, 
including  the  crude  oil  processed  in  Bay  Area  refineries;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Price  signals  of  petroleum  scarcity  are  likely  to  come  too  late  to  trigger 
effective  mitigation  efforts  in  the  private  sector,  and  governmental  intervention  at  all  levels  of

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Energy-sponsored  study  on  mitigation  of  Peak  Oil 
demonstrated  that  a  20-year  lead  time  is  required  for  effective  mitigation,  while  current 
measures  supported  by  the  federal  government  will  replace  only  3-weeks  worth  of  gasoline 
consumption  by  2012;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Current  modes  of  food  production  and  distribution  depend  on  long  supply 
chains  and  thus  necessitate  affordable  fuel  for  transportation;  and 

WHEREAS,  High  petroleum  prices  would  adversely  affect  mobility  within  and  without 
the  City  of  San  Francisco,  affecting  among  other  things  commuters'  ability  to  reach  their 
places  of  employment;  and 

WHEREAS,  North  American  production  of  natural  gas  has  already  peaked,  and  46%  of 
California's  electricity  supply  is  generated  from  natural  gas;  and 

WHEREAS,  While  the  City  of  San  Francisco  relies  primarily  on  gravity  for  the  delivery 
of  its  water,  pumping  and  treating  that  water  after  it  reaches  the  Bay  Area  still  requires  large 
amounts  of  energy;  and 

WHEREAS,  Waste  collection,  recycling  and  composting  require  large  amounts  of 
energy,  not  only  to  collect,  sort  and  process  within  the  City  but  also  to  transport  it  to

WHEREAS,  Pacific  Institute,  a  California  public  benefit  nonprofit  corporation  (the 
"Corporation")  has  requested  that  the  ABAG  Finance  Authority  for  Nonprofit  Corporations,  a 
joint  exercise  of  powers  agency  established  pursuant  to  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  (the 
"Authority")  issue  and  sell  its  revenue  bonds  (the  "Bonds")  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount

WHEREAS,  The  U.S.  Department  of  Justice  promulgated  regulations  implementing  the 
ADA  ("Title  II  Regulations").  In  general,  the  Title  II  Regulations  require  state  and  local 
governments  to  "operate  each  service,  program,  or  activity,  when  viewed  in  its  entirety,  is 
readily  accessible  to  and  useable  by  individuals  with  disabilities."  (28  C.F.R.  §  35.150  (a).) 

WHEREAS,  The  Title  II  Regulations  also  require  state  and  local  governments  to 
develop  an  ADA  Transition  Plan  identifying  "physical  obstacles  in  the  public  entity's  facilities 
that  limit  the  accessibility  of  its  programs  or  activities."

Resolution  approving  the  issuance  and  sale  of  tax-exempt  bonds  by  the  ABAG  Finance

$20,000,000  to  finance  various  capital  facilities  owned  by  The  Hamlin  School  or  an 
affiliate. 

WHEREAS,  The  Hamlin  School,  a  California  nonprofit  corporation  (the  "Corporation") 
has  requested  that  the  ABAG  Finance  Authority  for  Nonprofit  Corporations,  a  joint  exercise  of 
powers  agency  established  pursuant  to  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  (the  "Authority") 
issue  and  sell  its  revenue  bonds  (the  "Bonds")  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed

construction,  renovation,  improvements,  capital  maintenance,  equipment  acquisition  and 
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installation  thereof  at  the  Facilities,  and  (4)  various  costs  of  issuance,  a  debt  service  reserve 
fund,  capitalized  interest,  working  capital  and  credit  enhancement  fees  (collectively,  the 
"Project"),  all  to  be  owned  and  operated  by  the  Corporation  or  an  affiliated  entity  and  used  for 
the  educational  purposes  thereof;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  issuance  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of 
and  execution  by  the  Authority  of  all  financing  documents  relating  thereto  to  which  the 
Authority  is  a  party  and  subject  to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  by  the  Authority;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  is  located  wholly  within  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  interest  on  the  Bonds  may  qualify  for  tax  exemption  under 
Section  103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (the  "Code")  only  if  the 
Bonds  are  approved  in  accordance  with  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  (the  "Board")  is  the  elected  legislative 
body  of  the  City  and  is  one  of  the  applicable  elected  representatives  required  to  approve  the

WHEREAS,  Muni's  Islais  Creek  Facility  and  AVL  equipment  purchase  are  included  in 
the  national  program  and  are  high  priority  San  Francisco  projects;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Executive  Director/CEO  of  the  MTA  (or  his  designee)  must  execute 
agreements  to  complete  transfer  of  the  funds;  and

authorized  to  accept  and  expend  $3,693,215  in  federal  Section  5309  Bus  and  Bus  Facilities 
capital  assistance  for  design  and  construction  of  MUNI's  Islais  Creek  facility  and  the  purchase 
of  AVL  equipment;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  waives  inclusion  of  indirect 
costs  in  the  grant  budget;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  MTA  is  authorized  to  furnish  whatever  additional 
information  or  assurances  may  be  requested  by  the  funding  agencies  in  connection  with  this

Resolution  approving  the  issuance  and  sale  of  tax-exempt  bonds  by  the  ABAG  Finance 
Authority  for  Nonprofit  Corporations  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed 
$17,000,000  to  finance  various  capital  facilities  owned  by  The  Katherine  Delmar  Burke 
School  or  an  affiliate. 

WHEREAS,  The  Katherine  Delmar  Burke  School,  a  California  nonprofit  corporation 
(the  "Corporation")  has  requested  that  the  ABAG  Finance  Authority  for  Nonprofit 
Corporations,  a  joint  exercise  of  powers  agency  established  pursuant  to  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  California  (the  "Authority")  issue  and  sell  its  revenue  bonds  (the  "Bonds")  in  an  aggregate 
principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $17,000,000,  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  loan  (the  "Loan")  to 
the  Corporation  which  will  finance  various  capital  facilities  as  more  fully  described  below;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  is  a  member  of  the 
Authority;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Corporation  plans  to  use  the  proceeds  of  the  Loan  to  finance  the 
following  (collectively,  the  "Project"):  (1)the  construction,  acquisition,  installation,  renovation, 
rehabilitation  and  improvement  of  real  property,  facilities,  equipment  and  improvements  of  the 
School's  educational  facilities  located  on  its  campus  at  7070  California  Street,  San  Francisco, 
California  (the  "Campus"),  including  but  not  limited  to:  a  new  and  expanded  library;  state-of- 
the-art  science  labs;  enhanced  fine  arts  facilities  for  studio  art,  drama  and  music;  enhanced 
gymnasium  and  performance  facility;  enhanced  ADA  compliance;  and  renovated  kindergarten 
classrooms;  (2)  miscellaneous  construction,  renovation,  improvements,  demolition,  capital 
maintenance,  equipment  acquisition  and  installation  thereof  and  improvements  at  the 
Campus;  and  (3)  the  payment  of  various  costs  of  issuing  the  Bonds,  capitalized  interest  and 
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credit  enhancement  fees  with  respect  to  the  Bonds,  and  the  funding  of  a  debt  service  reserve 
fund  for  the  Bonds.  The  Project  will  be  owned  and  operated  by  the  Corporation  or  an  affiliated 
entity  and  used  for  the  educational  purposes  of  the  Corporation;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  issuance  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of 
and  execution  by  the  Authority  of  all  financing  documents  relating  thereto  to  which  the 
Authority  is  a  party  and  subject  to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  by  the  Authority;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  is  located  wholly  within  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  interest  on  the  Bonds  may  qualify  for  tax  exemption  under 
Section  103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (the  "Code")  only  if  the 
Bonds  are  approved  in  accordance  with  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  (the  "Board")  is  the  elected  legislative 
body  of  the  City  and  is  one  of  the  applicable  elected  representatives  required  to  approve  the 
issue  within  the  meaning  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Authority  has  requested  the  Board  to  approve  the  issuance  and  sale 
of  the  Bonds  in  order  to  satisfy  the  public  approval  requirements  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  On  May  7,  2007,  the  City  caused  a  notice  to  appear  in  the  San  Francisco 
Examiner,  which  is  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  City,  stating  that  a  public  hearing 
with  respect  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  would  be  held  by  the  City's  Office  of  Public  Finance 
on  May  21,  2007;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Office  of  Public  Finance  held  the  public  hearing  described  above  on 
May  21 ,  2007,  and  an  opportunity  was  provided  for  persons  to  comment  on  the  issuance  and 
sale  of  the  Bonds  and  plan  of  financing  the  Project;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  Office  of  Public  Finance  has  satisfied  the  requirements  of  the  City's 
Bond  TEFRA  Approval  Policy  set  forth  in  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Section  43.9.5 
and  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  recommends  adoption  of  this  Resolution;  now,  therefore  be 
it 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Board  hereby  finds  and  declares  the  above  recitals  are  true  and 
correct;  and,  be  it

is  located  for  the  purposes  of  and  in  accordance  with  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and.  be  lt 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  approval  of  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  by 
the  Authority  is  neither  an  approval  of  the  underlying  credit  issues  of  the  proposed  Project  nor 
an  approval  of  the  financial  structure  of  the  Bonds;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Bonds  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  or  obligation  of  the 
City  and  the  payment  of  the  principal,  prepayment  premium,  if  any,  and  purchase  price  of  and 
interest  on  the  Bonds  shall  be  solely  the  responsibility  of  the  Corporation;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  The  adoption  of  this  Resolution  shall  not  obligate  (i)  the  City  to 
provide  financing  to  the  Corporation  for  the  acquisition,  rehabilitation  and  development  of  the 
Project  or  to  issue  the  Bonds  for  purposes  of  such  financing;  or  (ii)  the  City,  or  any  department 
of  the  City,  to  approve  any  application  or  request  for,  or  take  any  other  action  in  connection 
with,  any  environmental,  General  Plan,  zoning  or  any  other  permit  or  other  regulatory  action 
sought  in  connection  with  the  Project;  and  be  it
